Report of the Superintendent of Schools, 
to the Schoo! Board 
For the Year Ending March 1, 1880. 


One or more terms of School have been held in exch 
School house in town, except No. 4, 5 and 9. 


School No. 1. Clough. 


This School was difficult 10 manage, both on account 
of the crowded state of the room aud of the gr at numier 
ot classes rendered necessary by the difference in the aves 
ot the scholars. It could have beev only by tie mu-t 
faituful efforts of the teacher, that the very creditable 
results was secured. 


The marked advancement in both departmeuts of 
School No. 2, has been fully sustained. .A high state of 
dicipline was maintained, with, apparantly, no reso t to 
severe measures ; good order prevviled; and it Was clear 
that the Scholars expecied to attend t» the business of the 
school... Habits of study formed under such a thorough 

system of instruction, must prove a lasting influevce fal 
inca'culable benefit to those istruc‘cd. 


The two terms in No, 3, East Warren, were profitable 
to these ete ding regularly—the dicipliue, wisely firm 
and the method: of instruction, excelent, 


Ia Schvol No. 6, Swain Hill 


Miss Page, no the Summer term, was specially success- 
ful in the use of “he blackboard, taking almost t!.e whole 
school ih ouesh the rudiments of Grammar, without a 
tex'beok,  (Geod progress was made in all branches 
studied, whch was well sustained in the second term, 
under Mir.  otvon.

Waricu Summit was taught in both terms by Miss 
Carleton, a very competent and successful teacher who 
secured thorough work and good progress on the part of 
tose pitprs who attended regularly but, to many of the 
scholars, the school was not of much account, because of 
req eut abseuces.

Ore Hill ix a small school; the scholars mostly young, 
the tauhfal | bors of Miss King in the sprivg term, and 
of Miss Pilsbury in the fall, were well seconded by the
